Last Tuesday the women of the 
church met and organized a Dorcas 
Circle and we are all planning to do 
our best for God this coming year. 

It is certainly a pleasure to work 
with a pastor and wife who are as 
cooperative as Brother and _ Sister 
Childers. We are very happy in our 
work here, and believe God will lead 
us on to great victory if we keep in 
the center of His will and work and 
pray with all our might. 


Now just a few words about our 
little paper, “The Lighted Pathway.” 
We want to tell you the “why” of this 
little paper. For years I have been in- 
terested and burdened for the young 
people. I do not know why God placed 
this upon me but I am glad He did 
and that I have had the privilege of 
helping a few of them at the parting 
of the ways and in leading them on 
into lives of service for the Master.

You may feel that you 
haven’t enough to organize but you’ll 
be surprised how they will come to 
gether from the East, West, North, 
and South, at the bugle call of organ- 
ization, anxious to find their place 
and do something for God. If you 
would like to know what this has 
meant to Brother Childers’ church 
already here in Knoxville, write him 
enclosing a two cent stamp, and he, I 
am sure, will be glad to answer you 
personally, or perhaps he will write 
you thru the Evangel.

Never before has this Scripture 
seemed so precious to me as it does 
this sad morning. 

It is my duty to make the following 
report that our many friends and lov- 
ed ones may know the truth concern- 
ing some recent happenings. 

At the close of the last Assembly of 
the Church of God, I was appointed 
overseer of our church work in the 
state of Virginia. Immediately we 
came to the state and began our work. 
Traveling as much as thirteen hundred 
miles per week, we have been to al- 
most all the churches in the state, and 
have set one new church in order. We 
have found lots of fine people in Vir- 
ginia. The work is in good shape, 
everything moving along fine. 

When we first arrived in the state 
I got a place for my wife to keep 
house with the children. Later wife 
felt impressed to get a place for our 
girl to stay in order to be in school 
and for her to travel with me in the 
revival work. We took our two small 
children and have been on the road 
until two weeks ago we stopped here 
at Marion, Va. to have a revival, The 
meeting had been going over a week 
and was getting a fine start when sud- 
denly our smallest child, Vivian Grace, 
took seriously ill with “croup.” Prayer 
was made for her almost continually. 
Acting according to what I thought 
was wise and best, I called a doctor 
to diagnose the case, which, we have 
been advised, is according to the law. 
The doctor came and pronounced the 
illness croup, and recommended a 
remedy. We explained to him that we

The doctor went away and in a little 
while came back with another doctor. 
We continued praying. The two doc- 
tors went away and in a few minutes 
the law came and took me down to 
town.

They came, and in 
a rough seemingly careless manner, in- 
jected some “anti-toxin” in the child’s 
back.

We closed the revival for a week 
on account of a quarrantine placed on 


the house where we were. But we are: 


now entering into the revival again. 
The whole town is stirred, some for 
us and the most of them against us, 
naturally. 

I want everybody who reads this, 
and those who hear it read, to please 
offer a prayer for us. Will you do it? 
Pray that God will heal up our broken 
hearts which are broken over the loss 
of the baby, and that God will send 
down more archangels to help us in 
this big struggle for a revival. =

Communion signifies fellowship, con- 
cord, or agreement. “What communion 
hath light with darkness?” 2 Cor. 6:14. 
Such as are enlightened by the Word 
and Spirit of God can have no profit- 
able, agreeable, or comfortable con- 
verse with such as are darkness or 
ignorance. Communion is ° likewise 
taken for a sacrament or sacred sign 
of our spiritual fellowship with Christ. 
1 Cor. 10: 16, 17 reads like this, “The 
cup of blessing which we bless, is it 
the blood of 
Christ? The bread which we break, is 
it not the communion of the body of 
Christ? For we 


not the communion of 


being many are one 
bread, and one body: For we are all 
partakers of that one bread.” The 
writer in this shows the relation of 
one to the other and that we being 
many are one body for we are all par- 
takers of that one bread. So to take 
this in division would dishonor Christ 
and His broken body. 

We find Paul in 1 Cor. 5: 6-13 show- 
ing the preparation of the church for 
communion and tells with whom not 
to eat. This has special reference to 
communion and tells about Christ 
being sacrificed for us. When the 
church has done this, Paul takes this 
up and goes further than a _ church 
examination. He brings it down to a 
self examination. In 1 Cor. 11 begin- 
ning with the 17th verse to the 23rd 
Paul shows a coming together in the 
church with division.. He charges 
them with heresy mentioning the con- 
fused state they were in and _ says, 
“What? have ye not houses to eat and 
drink in? or despise ye the church of 
God, and shame them that have not? 
What shall I say to you? shall I praise 
you in this ? I praise you not.” So we 
find in these Scriptures whom to put 
away and not to take the Lord’s Sup- 
per in confusion. 

Paul then tells what he received of 
the Lord. “For I have received of the 
Lord that which also I delivered unto 
you, That the Lord Jesus the same 
night: in which he was betrayed took 
bread: And when he had given thanks, 
he brake it, and said, Take, eat: this 
is my body, which is broken for you: 
this do in rememberance of me. After 
the same manner also he took the cup, 
when he had supped, saying, This cup 
in the new testament in my blood: 
this do ye, as oft as ye drink it, in re- 
membrance of me. For as often as ye 
eat this bread, and drink this cup, ye 
do shew the Lord’s death till he come. 
Wherefore whosoever shall eat this 
bread, and drink this cup of the Lora, 
unworthily, shall be guilty of the body- 
and blood of the Lerd. But let a man 
examine himself, and so let him eat of 
that bread, and drink of that cup. For 
he that eateth and drinketh unworthi-. 
ly, eateth and drinketh damnation > 
himself, not discerning the Lord’s 
body. For this cause many are weak 
and sickly among yOu, and many 
sleep.” 1 Cor. 23-30. 

In the 26th V. he says, For as ofter 
as ye eat this bread, and drink this: 
cup, ye do shew tne Lord’s death till 
he come. Shew His death till He come. 
we show what He died for and the 
power that is in the blood, and the 
atonement He made to put down divi- 
sion. But if we eat with division, we 
fail to show what He died for and are 
guilty of the body and blood of the 
Lord. 

In V. 29,30 he says, “He that eateth 
and drinketh unworthily, eateth and 
drinketh damnation to himself, not 
discerning the Lord’s body. For this 
cause many are weak and. sickly 
among you, and many sleep.” We see 
our healing was in the atonement as 
well as deliverance from all sin. Let’s 
show forth His death till He comes. 

When I think of the blood of Jesus 
and what it means to God’s people, it 
makes my heart glad. Wh, that unity 
that is in the heart and life of all 
truly sanctified people! And as we 
walk in the light, as he is in the light,

READING, Pa.—I am glad to testify 
thru the Evangel of God’s healing 
power. I am pastoring the Church of 
God in Reading, Pa, this year. 

On Saturday morning, December 28, 
my little girl, three years of age, was 
severely burned. A curtain accidently 
caught on fire from an oil stove. In 
trying to get the curtain down so I 
could extinguish the fire, I, in some 
mysterious way, got it wrapped around 
the shoulders of the child who was 
innocently playing on my desk in the 
corner of the room. 

The whole right side of her face was 
severely burned and her right arm 
was burned in two places, She was in 
a terrible condition. Everybody who 
saw her felt that if God did not under- 
take she would be marred for life. Her 
dear little face was swollen out of 
shape. Her right eye was swollen tight 
shut and the ear was twice the normal 
size and stood straight out from her 
head. 

I sent for some of the members of 
the church but they were all working 
except one of our colored brethren. He 
came in and we prayed. The Spirit 
manifested His presence and the child 
did not complain or show any sign 
of suffering after that. I thank God 
for taking away the pain. 

It is the law here in Pennsylvania 
that in case of sickness or accident a 
doctor shall be called. We consented 
to allow the doctor to come in but we 
wanted to trust God. I think the Lord 
had a hand in selecting the doctor be- 
cause he did just what we wanted him 
to do. He said he could not do any- 
thing for the child and it would not 
be necessary for him to come again. 
That was just what we wanted. We 
had met the requirements of law and 
were free to trust God to heal the 
child. I am not saying it was right 
to call the doctor but I will tell you 
how it worked out. 

On Monday the child became worse, 
had a fever and the inflamation seem- 
ed to be spreading to the chest, and 
her left eye was swelling. The saints 
were called in to pray and relief came, 
Tuesday night we had watch night ser- 
vice. The saints continued to pray for 
the child. That night another doctor 
appeared at the house, sent in by an 
unsaved man. I was at service when 
the doctor came. My wife refused to 
let him treat the child. She told him 
we were trusting God for the healing 
of the child. He took it all right and 
was very courteous. He did say, how- 
ever, that it would be two months be- 
fore the child’s face would be healed, 
if it healed at all. Praise God at the 
end of three weeks the old scars were 
all gone. That night when the doctor’s 
aid was refused was the time when 
God took the case. When I came home 
from service I walked over to the bed 
where the little girl lay sleeping. As 
I stood looking down on my child I 
breathed a prayer to God for Him to 
heal her, There swept thru my being 
a feelrng or satisfaction and peace. It 
seemed as though something had whis- 
pered, “The child is better.” Oh, it is 
wonderful how fast her face has healed 
since then. The place which looked the 
worst was the first to heal. She had 
a running sore on her cheek and we 
thought surely it would leave a scar. 
That place was the first to heal, When 
the burned skin pealed off her cheek 
was just as smooth as though nothing 
had happened. Glory to God! My heart 
sings, Hallelujah, while I write this 
testimony for the glory of God. 

Now that her face is all healed, 
there are only a few little places on 
the side of her face, where the last 
skin came off, which show any sign 
of leaving a scar. We are trusting that 
the Lord will cause these to disappear 
for the glory of His name. 

I send out this testimony with the 
prayer that God will be able to use it 
for His glory and the strengthening of 
someone who may be weak in faith.
